CLEVELAND, July 31.--Rioting 
|at the strikebound Fisher Body 
plant of General Motors Corpora- 
tion today injured at least 34 per- 
sons, while police attempted to put 
down the demonstration of club 
wielding, rock-slinging pickets 
with tear gas and streams of water. 

Violence broke out as nearly 3,000 
pickets massed at gates of the 
sprawling plant after C.1.O, United 
Automobile Workers were called 
to “stop this plant.” 

Many of those injured were non- 
striking employees attempting to 
enter the plant. One worker was 
reported by company officials to be 
near death after automobiles carry- 
ing employees through picket iines 
had been overturned and burned,

Streamlined and ultr. modern, the new Eaton 
store of gltaming grey Tyndall stone from Mani- 
toba, and black grariite from Quebec, was revealed

The display 
strikes the eye naturally, and thus relieves the shop- 
per of any possibility of distortion or inconveni- 
ence. The specialty display windows are backed 
by beautiful silver birch background, with traver- 
tine floor edged with black marble, in which flows 
gold veins. The entire window space for display 
purposes covers a length of 550 feet. The windows 
are approximately 10 feet by 8 feet 6 inches. At the 
east and west end of the building are stainless steel 
flagpoles affixed to the upper side of the building 
which add considerably to the streamline effect of 
the building. The stainless steel canopy which ex- 
tends around the building is lighted with set-in 
lights. which will spread a soft diffused light that 
will eliminate any glare effect, thus enabling shop- 
pers to get a true picture of the color schemes of 
the merchandise on display. Workmen were busy 
Monday completing the many jobs on the outside 
of the building.
